To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Cranbrook  Rural  District  Council 


Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  District  for  1970. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  District, 
given  by  the  Registrar-General,  was  16,320,  a decrease  of  240  over  the 
mid-1969  figure. 


The  total  number  of  registered  live  births  was  214 
(109  males  and  105  females),  this  figure  being  lower  than  last  yearns 
total  of  225.  The  crude  birth  rate  was  13<.1  per  1 ,000  population,  the 
corrected  birth  rate  being  16. 5 compared  with  16,0  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  totalled  199  (78 
males  and  121  females).  The  crude  death  rate  per  1,000  population  was 
12.2,  The  corrected  death  rate  for  the  District  was  10.7  compared  with 
11.7  for  England  and  Wales. 

Deaths  of  infants  imder  one  year  of  age  numbered  8, 
giving  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  37.0.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  T8,0,  The  Neo-Natal  Death  Rate  (the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under 
four  weel^  was  23.0. 

There  were  8 deaths  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus 
(7  males  and  1 female) , compared  with  14  last  year. 

The  number  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  recorded  in 
the  District  was  117,  compared  with  292  in  1969. 
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On  page;l6  of  this  Report,  figures  are  given  showing  the  number  of 
persons  immunised  and  vaccinated  dirring  the  year  under  review* 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  County  Medical  Officer,  and  to  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board,  for  details  of  their  services  embodied  in  the  Report,  It 
is  also  refreshing  to  add  that,  in  the  present  complexities  of  an 
administration  thought  so  ripe  for  change,  I have  had  the  ready  co-operation 
of  workers  and  colleagues  in  all  branches  of  the  health  services,  no  less 
than  from  within  the  ranks  of  local  government. 

My  thanks,  in  particular,  are  due  to  the  staff  of  the  health 
department  and  to  Mr,  Longley  as  always.

Evening  service  is  provided  for  elderly  people  who  are  bedridden  or 
houseboxmd  and  have  no  one  to  assist  them  to  prepare  for  the  night  and 
includes  the  provision  of  a light  meal  or  hot  drink,  and  attention  to  fires. 
Night  service  is  provided,  for  no  longer  than  three  weeks  unless  there  are 
exceptional  circumstances,  for  the  care  of  seriously  ill  people  who  are 
living  in  their  own  homes  and  who  need  attention  during  the  night.  In  some 
cases  the  service  is  provided  for  one  to  three  nights  a week  to  give  relief 
to  relatives. 

Family  Care  Service 

After  consultation  with  the  Children’s  Department,  this  service  is 
provided  for  the  short-term  care  of  children  in  their  own  homes  during  the 
absence  of  the  mother  by  reason  of  admission  to  hospital  for  illness  or 
confinement  or  in  other  special  circumstances.  Help  is  given  only  to  families 
where  care  of  at  least  two  children  is  involved  and  the  period  of  service  is 
limited  to  three  months. 

Family  Welfare  Service 

This  service  is  provided,  with  the  parents  consent,  in  households  where 
the  habits,  behaviour  and  standards  of  living  of  the  family  are  much  below 
those  generally  accepted  in  the  society  in  which  they  live.  The  three  main 
objectives  of  the  service  are  to  raise  the  standard  of  living  of  the  families, 
to  improve  the  welfare  of  the  children,  and  to  keep  the  families  together, 
and  prevent  their  break-up.  Intensive  training  for  a period  of  three  months 
is  given  and  this  is  succeeded  by  a follow-on  service  for  nine  months.  In 
families  where  there  is  medical  evidence  of  mental  subnormality  the 
continuance  of  the  se3rvice  after  the  initial  period  of  three  months  may  be 
approved  for  not  more  than  twelve  hours  a week  imtil  the  youngest  child 
reaches  compulsory  school  age.
